Samuel eventually came to live 
in Andover, on the banks of the 
Shawsheen River, and he was bur- 
fed in the West Parish cemetery

His son John moved to Billert- 
ca, where In turn his son Samuel, 
father of William lived, and where 
William was born on April 10 1750, 

William Blanchard moved to 
Wilmington, the first of his name 
in this town, He bought land on 
both sides of what is now Middle~ 
Sex Avenue, possibly from the Ken- 
dall family, who were reputed to 
have built a home perhaps asearly 
as 1727 on the corner of what is 
now Federal Street and Middlesex 
Avenue, 

It was on this site that William 
lived, raised his family, went to 
the wars, returned, and at the ripe 
age of 82, in 1883, passed on to 
meet his Maker, His home was 
torn down about sixty years ago, 
but the cellar hole remained for 
years, and the present home of 
Mr and Mrs Joseph Gilligan fs in 
part over that old cellar hole, 

Wilmington tradition says that 
Colonel Blanchard had a store, a~ 
cross the street. The site has long 
since been changed, There is 
nothing in Wilmington’s traditions 
about the lilac bushes along Fed- 
eral Street, on the Gilligan pro- 
perty, but there is a Possibility 
that these were originally planted 
by William Blanchard,

Blanchard family were interming- 
led, Squire William became a Har- 
vard graduate, and was State In- 
Spector of Hops, which paida sala- 
of $2000 a year, an salary equal to 
that of the Governor, 

And while there seems to be no 
official record of William Blanch- 
ard’s service in the Revolution, 
that the writer knows of, there is 
evidence in a book entitled ‘piary 
of the Wilmington Militia’ which 
bcp hae in 1788, and kept until 

In that volume, under the date 
of Oct, 8, 1789, the company of 
Wilmington Militia was mustered 
by Capt, John Gowing and marched 
to Medford, where the regiment 
Was mustered by Colonel William 
Blanchard, 

And, as before related, on Oct, 
7, 1791, the Fourth Middlesex 
Regiment of Militia was mustered 
‘at the Meeting House’ (Congrega- 
tional Church) in Wilmington, by 
Colonel Blanchard, The people of 
Wilmington must have been treated 
to a grand parade, on that day. 

‘The last direct reference to Col. 
Blanchard. in the Diary is on Oct, 
7, 2791, when there was a muster 
at Waltham, under his command, 
The next commanding officer of 
the regiment who is named was J, 
Walker of Woburn West Parish, 
who commanded a muster in that 
parish (now, Burlington) on Sept. 
19, 1795, 


But there were successive mus- 
ters of the Wilmington Militia over 
the years, in the field beluw Colonel 
Blanchard’s house, quite evidently 
the field in back of the present home 
of Dr. Pyne and Joseph Ring. 
Grandsons of the colonel were 
in that company, and grand ne- 
phews too, Walter Blanchard, a 
sergeant, Capt, George Washing- 
ton Ford, who on May 28, 1812 
detached one sergeant and six pri- 
vates to ‘Stand as Minnet Men’, 
And, on Sept, 9, 1824, when the 
old Colonel was 74 years old, the 
Wilmington Militia mustered in the 
field below his house, One of the 
officers on that occasion was his 

William Blanchard I, 
who held the rank of Ensign. The 
old Colonel must have had a sen: 
of pride on that day, as he stood 
‘on the hill by his home, and watched 
his grandson drill with the company 

Even later than that his des- 
cendants were elected to office in 
that company, for on April 18, 
1825, fifty years less one day from
